T'wenty- Four Cents ($12,741 24) is required for General Purposes, 
and the sum of Three Thousand Two Hundred and Eleven Dollars 
($3,211 00) is required for Educational Purposes. 


I.+Be it therefore enacted, by the Council of the Corporation of 
the County of Norfolk in Council assembled, that there shall be 
levied and raised in each minor municipality rates in proportion, 
as follows : 


The Township of Woodhouse, for general purposes the sum of 
thirteen hundred and sixty dollars and twenty cents, and for educa- 
tional purposes the sum of three hundred and thirteen dollars.
